Stimulus: In this election, the Applicants note that the Examiner has offered 
"local hypothermia" as a choice, and submit that perhaps "local 
hyperthermia" was intended, as is recited in Claim 48. If this is the case, 
Applicants wish to elect "local hyperthermia" as the stimulus.
